The announcement I hat Will Rogers Memorial w ill take Hie form of 
a foundation and hospital for the benefit of handieaped children reveals 
Hie thought which from the beginning of tin* project has been iii the 
minds of its leaders. 
It is a purpose admirably suited to tile character 
and ideals of the man memorialized. 
W ill Rogers loved people, and 
young people most of all. because their lives is as a story begun, non 
one half-read or nearly ended. 
To help make available to every child 
his human birthright of health, warmth and happiness is an objective 
which might well have been conceived by W ill Rogers himself. 


There is immediately suggested a complementary relation between 
the W ill Rogers Memorial foundation and the Warm Springs founda­ 
tion which is the especial concern of President Roosevelt, and in which 
W ill Rogers rendered valuable aid. 
The Warm Springs foundation

Many Americans who now will have driven home to them the 
realization that the memorial project is for a living and serving mem­ 
orial, not one of empty halls or cold statuary, will w ish to contribute 
or increase contributions already made.

W ill Rogers, out of its response to the human affection which Will 
Rogers had for all Americans, the Nation should now carry on to 
glorious success the project in his memory which will serve such a high 
purpose of human service.

Usually those projects of wide 
public benefit are initiated with 
parades and great gatherings of 
t h e p e o p le .

6 . Obviously isolated power plants were too costly, and 
not dependable enough to do the big job which Texas co n d i­ 
tions had cut out for electric power. 


This was the situation which inspired the founders of the 
Texas Power & Light C om pany to pioneer an entirely new type 
of electric power service in Texas. 


It was a tough job . . yes . . but it had to be done if Texas 
were to have tile balanced development for which she was 
ready. 


H ow that job was done is a part of Texas history. In the 
first place it called for a huge sum of money with which to 
build t r a n s m i s s i o n lines and suitable generating equipm ent.
